It Was Refused 


Salt Lake City, Utah, April 30.—Cap- 
tain W. Raibourn, Twenty-ninth infan- 
try, U. S. A., committed suicide at Fort 
Douglas today after making a murderous 
assault on William H,. Point, also of 
the Twenty-ninth infantry. 

Ideutenant Point was shot twice by 
his superior officer, one billet penetrating 
the left thigh and another inflicting a 
deep fesh wound in the right leg. After 
4Sdeutenant Point had fallen, Captain 
Raibourn turned his revolver on him- 
self, sending a bullet into his head 3 
Inches behind the right ear. He died 
almost. instantly. 

Captain Raibourn had been drinking 
heavily, and the tragedy was an out- 
growth of his arrest on Tuesday on a 
charge of drunkenness. 

Raibourn Under Arrest. 

On Tuesday of last week Captain Ral- 
Dourrt wds appointed officer of the day 
at Fort Douglas, but failed to report 
for duty and was absent in the city 
twenty-four hours without leave. He 
Was arrested the following day, but was 
given the privileges of the fort under or- 
ders not to leave the grounds. On Sat- 
urday evening Captain Raibourn broke 
the parole and came to the city. Lieu- 
tenant Point, who was sent after him 
with an ambulance, found him in a sa- 
Joon and he was returned to Fort Dous- 
las under arrest. He was ordered to re- 
main in his quarters. Lieutenant Point's 
quarters are only two doors from those 
which Captain Raibourn occupies. The 
Meutenant had just stepped out of doors 
early today when Captain Raibourn ap- 
peared carrying a heavy 48-caliber re- 
volver. His manner was threatening, 
end Point said: 

“Now, captain, don’t do anything fool- 
ish.’’ 


Unique in the historys of Colorado was 
the church service held at the Old Blue 
school house on West Divide creek to- 
day, attended by President Roosevelt and 
his hurting party, and all the ranchmen 
and their families for miles around. The 
little district school building was not a 
tenth part large enough to accommodate 
the congregation, and as a result the or- 
gan was moved to the platform in front.

The members of the con- 
gregation stood or sat on the ground, or 
in their conveyances which were £rouped 
around the bullding. 

The sermon by the Rev. Mr. Mann was 
of an unusual kind. It began with a 
Story, teemed with slang of the western 
flavor and was full of advice sulted to a 
congregation inuring itself to the hard- 
shipg of mountain life. It touched on the 
responsibilities of the position of presi- 
dent, as well as the characteristics of 
some of the men who have occupied that 
exalted place. 

President as a Preacher. 

After he had concluded, the president 
spoke for about terf minutes. He ex- 
pressed his well-known good views on 
good citizenship, the morality of man, 
patriotism and duty to the honie and 
country. He was cheered heartily 
‘throughout his remarks. After the ser- 
vices were concluded he shook hands 
with every person present.

BEFORE JURY 


Dramatic Demonstration at the 


Trial of an Alleged Wife 
Murderer 


FROGS QUICKLY DIE 
ND. MAN CONVCTE 


At Trial of Will Manning in Texas 
Strychnine Crystals Taken from 
Witfe’s Stomach Were Used 
on Frogs to Show 
Deadly Character.

Znstructions Come from Postmaster 


General Cortelyou that Post Of- 
fice Emplwyees Cannot Hold 
Political Office While 
in Fsderal Employ.

Augusta, Ga., April 30 —(Special.)—The 
condition of affairs which confronts the 
Post office at Louisville and the post of- 
‘fice department of the United States ex- 
ists in Augusta as well. 

Some time since Postmaster Smythe re- 
ceived an order issued by Postmaster 
Genera] Cortelyou, setting out specifically 
that employees of the post office should 
not, and could not, be connected with po- 
litical parties. 

Mr. Cortelyou made it plain that such 
empioyees of the post office as were con- 
nected with the republican party or the 
democratic party, in any kind of aw offi- 
cial capacity, would have to give up their 
Office in the party or have their 
in the post office filled by someone else. 
That order was posted in the Augusta 
post office by Mr. Smythe immediately 
after he received ft, and is still on the 
dSulletin board. 

At the @me Mr. Smythe did not know 
_ that there were any of the employees of 
the Augusta post office connected with 
the republican party in any officlal ca- 
pacity, nor was he mforniea ty any of 
them of such connection. 

This morning, however, the postmaster 
was informed by a member of the re- 
publican committee, resident in Augusta, 
that Assistant Postmaster Lee is a mem- 
ber of the republitan central committee. 

Assistant Postmaster Lee was not seen 
fin reference to the order, bui Mr. Smythe 
gays he expects the matter will be im- 
mediately adjusted by the assistant post- 
master resigning his place on the centyal 
committee of the republican party. 


From Post Office Department Alone. 

The order to the effect that employees 
of the government should not occupy offi- 
cial political positions comes only from 
the post office department, and so far has 
mot beey extended to any other branch 
of the government serwice, although the 
matter of civil service employees of the 
government being connected with politi- 
cal parties in official capacities has been 
given some attention. 

The question interesting in Augusta 
just at this time, is whether or not the 
movement started by Mr. Cortelyou is to 
be carried into the other departments, 
and more particularly, so far as Augusta 
is conce’r.c3j, as to whether or not !t will 
extend to the treasury department. 

The reason for this specific interest is 
due to the fact that one man is practical- 
ly the whole of the republican party in 
Augusta. A. W. Wimberly, who is % 
charge of the revenue department in Au- 
gusta, is chairman of the central com- 
mittee and also chairman of the county 
committee. His office is under the treas- 
ury department, and if 
the government service takes up Mv. Cor- 
telyou’s order it will mean the necessity 
of changing the local organization of the 
republican party almost completely,

The new ordinance will be introduced 
by Councilman Wikle, of the seventh 
ward, who has been requested by numer- 
ous constituents to take some action that 
will give protection to the housekeepers 
of the city from irresponsible negro 
women who are making their living by 
washing clothes, but who are not as 
careful about returning garments as they 
are about taking them away. 

The measure that will be presented by 
Councilman Wikle this afternoon § gill 
doubtiess be referred to the ordinance 
committee, of which Councilman Ellis is 
chairman. The text of the measure 
follows: 

“Whereas, many complaints have 
reached the department of police pre- 
ferred by all classes of citizens by reason 
of losses of ‘washings’ or wash goods 
given out for cleansing to persons repre- 
senting themselves to be responsible both 
for the cleansing of said goods as well 
as the safe return thereof; and, 

“Whereas, it is to the general welfare 
that some means be devised whereby the 
numerous loses of wash goods may be 
prevented as well as to provide a sys- 
tem by which irresponsible persons may 
be prevented from obtaining goods for 
cleansing. 

“Therefore, be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council as follows: 

“Section {!. That all persons, male cr 
female, following the occupation or call- 
ing of ‘washing’—that is, contracting to 
cleanse wash goods or any goods capahie 
of being cleansed by washing, with soap 
or similar preparations—shall annually 
prior to undertaking said vocation or 


calling, register their names and address | 
with the clerk of councl!! and pay therefor | 
the sum of 50 cents per annum, for which | 
they shall be given a badge, upon which 
shall be stamped the words ‘Licensed fu | 
solicit washing, this blank to be | 

filled in with the current year). In case j 
any person so licensed shall move their | 
residence, they shall promptly report | 
same to said clerk and have the change 
entered upon the book aforesaid. 

“Said Hcenses shal! run for the calendar | 
year, beginning with the first day of | 
January thereof and expiring the last | 
day of December thereof. 

“Section 2. Sald persons so licensed | 
shall promptly report all diseases, which 
are known as contagious or infectious.
